LONDON. April 12.—The Irish con- 


vention laid the foundation for an 
agreement 
on 
the 
Irish 
question 


which is unprecedented in history. Sir 
Horace Plunhett. chairman 
of 
the 


convention, says in a letter accom- 
panying: the report of that body. 


"We had every reason to believe 


the. government contemplated imme- 


, diate legislation upon the results of 


our labor," says 
Sir 
Horace. "The 


work of an Irish settlement, it is now 
felt, admits of no further postpone- 
ment. In 
the 
dominion^ and 
the 


United States, as well as the allied 
countries, the unsettled Irish question 
Is a disturbing factor, both as re- 
gards war effort and peace aims." 


The convention did not find it pos- 


sible to overcome the objections of 
the Ulster unionists, says Sir Horace. 
A majority of the nationalists, all the 
southern unionists and five of the sev- 
en labor representatives agreefl upon 
a scheme of 
Irish 
self-government 


which is given in the conclusions 
reached by the majority, which, he 
states, should be enacted into law. 


After every possibility of an agree- 


ment had been explored, Sir Horace 
writes, he was instructed to 'draft a 
report which would be a narrative of 
the convention's proceedings with a 
statement for the government's infor- 
mation of the conclusions adopted 
"unanimously or by a majority. This 
draft of the report was adopted by a 
majority. 
• Sir Horace adds 1hat the public 


has been provided with no majorit_ 
report in tho sense of 
a 
reasoned j 


statement In favor of conclusions upon] 
which the majority agreed, but 
been left to gather from the narrative 
of the proceedings what the contents 
of such a report would have been. 
The issue of minority reports by tho 
Ulster unionists and a minority of na- 
tionalists has minimized the agree- 
ment reached and emphasized the 
disagreement. 
In this letter which is addressed to 


Premier Lloyd George the chairman 
says the customs question became ona 
of the vital points and that upon a.-de- 
ciaion regarding it depended the extent 
of 
an 
agreement which could 
ba 


reached. The geographical position of 
Ireland imposed restrictions regarding 
naval and military affairs and the 
claim for home rule was concentrated 
on the demand for unrestricted fiscal 
powers. 


The nationalists made a strong case 


for such fiscal powers, and were able 
to prove that a considerable number of 
the leading commercial men had come 
to favor fiscal autonomy. 


A majority of the nationalists and of 


the southern unionists agreed that in 
order that a parliament might be es- 
tablished at once, to postpone the de- 
"sion in regard to control of the cus- 
:ouis. The nationalists were prepared 
:o agree to free trade with England. 
iut the southern unionists joined the 
Ulster unionists in opposing a sepa- 
rate system of customs control.

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In England women are doing- work 
that formerly was done by men—In 
factories and munitions plants and on 
fanntj, in hotels, on bus and' railway 
lines—in every form of Industry 
the 


employment of women Is necessary in 
order, that the maximum man power 
may be released for direct 
military 
service. And, parenthetically, English 
women—the "W.A.A.C'6"—are 
doing 


semi-military work with the army too. 
The English are determined to win— 
and they know that winning 
means 


working; work of a kind that will ac- 
tually help by every man and 
every 
woman in the country, 


We in America are equally deter- 


mined to win—and we are going1 to 
win,, ultimately. But we can spare our- 
selves a double burden later if we un- 
derstand TIOW instead of next year or 
the year after that we must do what 
England is going—that winning means 
the work, the actual physical effort, of 
every man and every woman and every 
strong: boy in the production of one of 
three 
things; 
food—ships—fighting 
materials. Under the first classification 
almost every citizen can find an imme- 
diate opportunity for service. 
' 


Our farmers need more labor. 
And 


.yet we must have food, more food, and 
we.must have it this year. Our allies' 
food needs are more severe even than 
we had anticipated they would be at 
this time. Our enemyis food resources 
are enormously increased by his stolen 
territory in the east. In America the 
people have no more important task 
than increasing food, production. 
The 


* farmers have planted the crops, or have 
prepared the land for increased plant- 
.ing. And now we are confronted with 
the plain fact that unless the farmers 
get labor the crops cannot be cultivat- 
ed or harvested. 


Does that mean American women, 
generally, must go to work on- farms 
and in factories as they have done in 
England? No, hot yet. It may mean 
that later. But it will not be necessary 
as long: as men are loaning in pool 
rooms, idling and whittling around de- 
pot platforms, acting as waiters and 
grip carriers and automobile drivers 
and doing scores of things that can be 
done readily by women while 
those 


men go to the farms. 


The English plan is for women to 
take men's jobs while men go to the 
front to fight. The American modifica- 
tion of that plan, for the present 
at 
least, should be for women to take 
men's jobs while men go to the farms 
to the extent that the agricultural ne- 
cessities of their county require. 


There need be no stampede. 
It isn't 


suggested that men throw 
up their 
present places blindly and rush out 
lielter skelter on a wild goose chase to 
find a farm job. But every man whose 
present employment is not of real war 
value should sqek the county agent, the 
secretary of the chamber of commerce 
or some representative banker or busl- 


t ness man who Is in touch with the lo- 


cal situation or caii communicate with 
officials who are, and find out whether 
that man is needed for farm work in 
the county and if so when and where. 
Then he can make his 
arrangements 
accordingly. The man who is now doing 
ft town work that is necessary to the 
continuance of the general business 
and commercial life of the commuriity. 
but who rievertholess can be spared 


- from that work 
temporarily without 


(serious consequence—that man, if lie 
has had any farm experience. Is in duty 
bound to put his services at the dis- 
posal of the farmers of his section. Ho 
may or may not be needed, depending 
upon the seriousness of the situation in 
his county. If he is needed, his oppor- 
tunity for patriotic service to his coun- 
try will be great. 
Arid employers arc 


in duty bound to give leaves of ab- 
sence to their employes who arc quali- 


/ tied for farm work and, wherever nec- 


essary, to close stores and business 
houses for such periods as conditions 
may require. 


The crop must bo produced. 
They 


can't be produced without labor. In 
most parts of the country the only suf- 
ficient supply of labor is from the 
towns. Furthermore, as the war con- 
tinues—and there is no longer the re- 
motest prospect of its 
early conclu- 


sion, save upon terms repugnant and 
disastrous to America—it will be nec- 
essary, more and more, for women to 
take men's places while men do one of 
three things; fight, produce materials 
to fig-lit with, or produce food. 
That 


fact might as well be accepted now.

Calls Attack Murderous 


fThey advanced on both banks com- 


ing up oh either side in the attempt 
' to get across. We were told to hold 
our fire and waited until they were 
well in view. Then, when there were 


^ hundreds before us, we let fly. Man, 


it was murderous." 
A Yorkshire man, who was stand- 


ing nearby, broke in: "That may be, 
but that was no better than when we 
saw them along the side of a hedge. 
They didn't expect us to be so near. 
Wo pumped bullets into them with 
Lewis guns until our bodies ached." 


Had "Feed" Under Fire 


LONDON, April 12.—As an illustra- 


• tion of the coolness and confidence of 
the British troops, the correspondent 
says some Highlanders told him how

"We fried their eggs and frizzled

They did not 
see the daffodils; they saw nothing 
They sat hunched up as they slowly 
recovered power to breathe 
freely.

Sir Horace Plunkett Says Con- 


vention Laid Foundation—Ex- 
pected Immediate Legislation 


LONDON, April 12.—The Irish con- 


vention laid the foundation for an 
agreement 
on 
the Irish 
question, 


which is unprecedented in history, Sir 
Horace Plunkott, 
chairman 
of 
the 


convention, saya in a letter accom- 
panying the report of that body. 


"\Ve had every reason to believe 


the government contemplated 
imme- 


diate legislation upon the results of 
our labor," says Sir Horace. "The 
work of an Irish settlement, it is now 
felt, admits of no further postpone- 
ment. In 
the 
dominions and 
the 


United States, as well as the allied 
countries, the unsettled Irish question 
is a disturbing factor, both as re- 
gards -war effort and peace aims." 


Tho convention did not 'find it pos- 


sible to overcome the objections of 
tho Ulster unionists, says Sir Horace. 
A majority of the nationalists, all the 
southern unionists and five of the sev- 
en labor representatives agreed upon 
a scheme of Irish 
self-government 


which Is given in the 
conclusions 


reached by the majority, which, he 
states, should be enacted into law. 


After every possibility of an agree- 


ment had been explored, Sir Horace 
writes, he was instructed to draft a 
report which would be a narrative of 
the convention's proceedings with a 
statement for the government's infor- 
mation of the conclusions 
adopted 


unanimously or by a majority. 
This 


•draft of the report was adopted by a 
majority. 


Sir Horace adds that the public 


lias been provided with no majority 
report in the sense of a 
reasoned 


statement in favor of conclusions upon 
which the majority agreed, but 
has 


been left to gather from the narrative 
o£ the proceedings what the contents 
of such a report would have been. 
The issue- of minority reports by the 
Ulster unionists and a minority of na- 
tionalists has minimized the agree- 
ment reached and emphasized the 
disagreement. 
In this letter which is addressed to 


Premier Lloyd George the chairman 
says the customs question became one 
of the vital points and that upon a de- 
Vision regarding It depended the extent 
of 
an 
agreement 
which could 
be 


reached. The geographical position of 
Ireland imposed restrictions regarding 
naval and military affairs 
and the 


claim for home rule was concentrated 
on the demand for unrestricted 
fiscal 


powers. 
The nationalists made a strong casi 


for such fiscal powers, and were abl< 
to prove that a considerable number o: 
the leading commercial men had com* 
to favor fiscal autonomy. 


A majority of the nationalists and oi 


the southern unionists agreed that In 
order that a parliament might be es- 
tablished at once, to postpone the de- 
cision in regard to control of the cus- 
toms. The nationalists were prepared 
to acrrec to free trade with England 
but the southern unionists joined the 
Ulster unionists in opposing a 
sepa- 


rate system of customs control. 


The principle of representation for 


Ireland in the imperial parliament was 
insisted, upon by the southern union- 
ists, says Sir Horace, and the nation- 
alists conceded it. The Irish members 
of the parliament at London under 
this plan would be elected by the Irish 
parliament. It was agreed that Ire- 
land should contribute to the cost of 
the imperial service. The Irish par- 
liament, it was decided, should consist 
of two houses, the nationalist guaran 
teeing that 40 per cent of the lower 
house should be composed of union- 
ists. 
Plan of Self-Govsrnment 


A majority of the convention adopt- 


ed a series of resolutions forming a 
complete plan of self-government un- 
der which tho Irish parliament would 
have full powers over all internal leg- 


islation. Fending a decision concern- 
ing the customs question the imposi- 
tion of duties and excise would re- 
main with the 
imperial 
parliament 


but the entire proceeds of these taxes 
would be paid into 
the 
Irish 
ex- 


chequer. The difficulties of the con- 
vention Sir Horace remarks, may be 
summed up in two words, "Ulster and 
the customs." 


The Ulster unionist delegates 
re- 


mained in the convention only in the 
hope that some form of home rule 
would be proposed which might mod- 
ify the determination of those whom 
they represented to have neither 
nor part in an Irish parliament. Th 
nationalists strove to win them b 
concessions but they were unable 
accept any scheme discussed, and th 
only plan they presented was cor 
fined to the exclusion of their who! 
province.

freedom of the seas, Captain Persius, 
the German naval expert, in an analy- 
sis of the question in the Berliner 
Tagblatt of March 2, a copy of which 
lias been received here, reaches this 
conclusion: 


"We can gain freedom of the seas

by ,/inen—in 


factories and munitions plants and on 
farms, la hotels, oh bus and railway 
lines—in every form of 
industry the 


employment of women is necessary in 
order that the maximum 
mau power 


may be released for direct military 
service. And, parenthetically, English 
women—the "W.A.A.C's"—are 
doing 


semi-military work with the army too. 
The English are determined to win— 
and they know that 
winning means 


working; work of a kind that will ac- 
tually help by every man and every 
woman in the country. 


We in America are equally 
deter- 


mined to win—and we are going to 
win, ultimately. But we can spare our- 
selves a double burden later if we un- 
derstand now instead of,next year or 
the year after that we must do what 
England is going—that winning means 
the work, the actual physical effort, of 
every man and every woman and every 
strong boy in the production of one of 
three 
things; 
food—ships—fighting 


materials. Under!the first classification 
almost every citizen can find an imme- 
diate opportunity for service. 


Our farmers need more labor. 
And 


yet we must have food, more food, and 
we must have it this year. Our allies' 
food needs are more sev&re even than 
we had anticipated they would be at 
•this time. Our enemy's food resources 
are enormously increased by his stolen 
territory in the east. In America the 
people have no more 
important - task 


than Increasing food production. 
The 


farmers have planted the crops, or have 
prepared the land for increased plant- 
ing. And now we are confronted with 
the plain fact,, that unless the farmers 
get labor the'crops cannot be cultivat- 
ed or harvested. 


Does that mean 
American 
women, 


generally, must so to work on farms 
and in factories as they have done in 
England? No, not .yet. It may mean 
that later. But it will not be necessary 
as long as men are loafling in pool 
rooms, idling and whittling around de- 
pot platforms, acting as waiters and 
grip carriers and automobile drivers 
and doing scores of things that can be 
done readily by women while those 
men go to'the farms. 


The English plan is for women to 
take men's jobs while men go to the 
front to fight. The American modifica- 
tion of that plarii for the present 
at 
least, should be for women 
to take 


men's jobs while men go to the farms 
to the extent that tho agricultural ne- 
cessities of their county require. 


There need be no stampede. 
It isn't 


suggested that men throw up their 
present places blindly and rush out 
belter skelter.on a wild goose chase to 
find a farm job. But every man whose 
present employment is not of real war 
value should seek the county agent, the 
secretary of the "chamber of commerce 
or some representative banker or busi- 
ness, man who is in touch with the lo- 
cal situation or can communicate with 
officials who are, and find out whether 
that man is needed for farm work in 
the county and if so when and where. 


I \Then he can make his arrangements 


'accordingly. The man who Is now doing 
a town work that is necessary-to the 
continuance of the 
general - business 


and commercial life of the community, 
but who nevertheless can be spared 
from that work temporarily .without 
serious consequence—that man, if he 
has had any farm experience, is in duty 
bound to put his services at the dis- 
posal of the- farmers of his section. He 
may or may "not be needed, depending 
upon the seriousness of the situation in 
his county. If he is needed, -his oppor- 
tunity for patriotic service to his coun- 
try will he great. 
And employers are 


In duty bound.to give leaves of ab- 
sence to their employes who are quali- 
fied for farm work and, wherever nec- 
essary, to close stores and 
business 


houses for such periods as conditions 
may require. 


The crop must be produced. 
They 


can't be produced without labor. In 
most parts of the country the only suf- 
ficient supply of labor 
is 
from the 


towns. Furthermore, as tho war con- 
tinues—and there is no longer the re- 
motest prospect of its 
early 
conclu- 


sion, save upon'terms repugnant and 
disastrous to America—it will be nec- 
essary, more and more, for women to 
take men's places while men do one of 
three things:'fight, produce materials 
to fight with, or produce food. 
That 


fact might as well be accepted now.

ment in garden making. Without good 
soil labor, seed, care, garden knowl- 
edge, sunshine and rain would do no 
good. With good soil work, 'seed, sun- 
shine and rain will produce profitable 
crops. 


The best soils are of a friable and 


loamy texture more or less sandy. 
Heavy clay soils are hard to work, 
retard plant growth and become clod- 
dy after rains. 
Clay

may be 


worked, into gardening condition by 
ppading under sand or sifted ashes. 
Wood ash is fine for any soil.

Bifted coal ashes may be used to ad- 
vantage on all heavy soils, especially 
of the location is low. and inclined 
to become • water-logged after rains. 


Vegetable garden soil must be rich 


to get the biggest possible crops. "It 
mUjSt contain a certain portion of 
plant food material. 
Well rotted ma- 


nure supplies both the plant food and 
the humus, or

kind.) 
This humus makes the soil 


loose, mellow and 'easily worked.

retains moisture and makes it pos- 
sible for the tiny roots of plants to 
shoot outward and downward.

to that enjoyed by Canada and South 
Africa, he might safely have left the

yfith by the Irish people themselves. 


There was no conscription in Ire- 


IfcnA and none was necessary before 
Asquith betrayed Ireland and 
her 


1 leader, Mr. Itedmond. 


The Irish in the early stages of the 


war poured out their blood even more 
freely than did .the Englishmen them- 
selves as witness the slaughter at the 
Dardanelles, in the Balkans, at Mons 
and the Jlarne. 
'

there not a good cause for the change? 
What was that cause? It was very 
pUun and very simple, although few 
ol the commentators at the present 
time seem to see It clearly. 


British ministers for many years 


had intimated that if Ireland proved 
her loyally she would get what she 
wanted. 


Mr. Redmond worked on that policy 


until he won practically the last re- 
form that Ireland wanted. In fact he 
had cleaned the entire national slate 
when he placed a home rule act on 
the statute book. Moreover,

American people must get out of their 
system any particle of expectation or 
desire for peace, save the peace that 
is to be got by lighting for it.

exclusive duty and business.

in effect, regardless of the protest of 
Carson. 


It is charged that the Sinn Fciners 


are in rebellion. Perhaps 
they are, 


;but what could be expected from any 
people who despise slavery where 
treason was rewarded by a cabinet 
position in Ulster and punished by 
death in the other four provinces and 
where majority rule is reversed in the 
interest of men who are Ireland's 
worst enemies. 


Is England or her people, the Brit- 


ish democracy to "blame for this? "We 
say no! Two men alone, Asquith and 
Carson, are to blame for all the dis- 
turbance that has occurred in Ireland 
since 1915. Their opposition to the 
rights of Ireland lias cost England 
the service of an army of 500,000 men 
in the last two years and it leaves a. 
large section of the Irish people today 
in very bad tempc-r, and unwilling to 
submit to conscription. 


In a terrific battle such as that 


which is now in progress, the enthusi- 
astic aid of Ireland might save the 
empire and bring victory where defeat 
may come. Yet Carson, who claims 
to be a patriot, the man who was a 
factor in causing the war, protests 
i:gainst the conciliation of Ireland.

•hundreds before us, we let fly. Man,

^ A Yorkshire man, who was stand-
